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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1959 


To  the  Ivie.'iibers  of  the  Bii^rleswaFe  Urban  District  Council, 
lir.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  for  the  Urban  District  of 
Bi^-’leswade  for  the  year  1959. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11. 3 i^diile  somewliat  higher 
than  last  year's  lov/est  ever  rate,  is  less  than  that  for  the  v/hole 
country.  Again  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  and  cancer 
were  the  chief  causes  of  death.  There  were  six  more  deaths  from 
cancer  than  in  1958. 

The  birth  rate  of  lA. 2 is  higher  than  the  low  rate  for 
1950  hut  still  considerably  under  tliat  for  England  and  Fales  viz. 
la. 6.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.3  is  less  than  the 
national  rate  and  is  much  less  than  the  corresponding  rate  for 
last  ^'■ear  viz.  3A. 2.  It  is  again  pleasing  to  note  tliat  there  v/ere 
no  riatemal  death.s. 

The  small  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  call  for 
no  comment.  No  cases  of  Poliomg^e litis  were  notified. 

As  this  will  be  my  last  Annual  Report  prior  to  my 
retirement  as  yovtr  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I should  like  to  refer 
to  some  changes  in  health  work  which  have  vitally  affected  the 
well  being  of  the  cormiunity  since  I came  to  Biggleswade  in  May  1937. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  features  has  been  the 
eli.nination  of  Diphtheria,  the  last  case  in  the  Urban  District  being 
notified  in  19A6.  In  1937  there  were  52  cases  of  Diphtheria  in 
Biggleswade  with  2 deaths.  The  Council  agreed  to  a scheme  of 
i-mmunisation  for  all  school  children  free  of  cost  to  the  parents 
through  the  family  doctor  and  was  one  of  the  first  authorities  in  the 
County  to  introduce  such  a free  scheme.  All  the  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  area  agreed  to  -participate.  It  should  be  stressed  that  only 
as  long  as  the  child  population  is  adec^uately  pirotected  by 
immunisation  will  Diphtheria  be  kept  in  subjection. 

The  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  in  1948 
resulted  in  the  extension  of  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatrfint  of  illness,  and  the  extension  of  the  preventative  health 
services  particularly  in  relation  to  midwifery  and  home  nursing, 
mental  health,  home  help  and  the  care  of  the  elderly.  All  this  has 
been  of  advantage  not  only  to  the  individual  but  also  to  the 
community  as  a whole. 

In  1956  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  vaccination 
against  Poliomyelitis  at  first  for  children  under  15  years  of  age 
and  now  the  age  has  been  extended  to  40  years.  Prom  statistics 
in  this  and  other  countries  it  may  be  confidently  assumed  that 
vaccination  will  eventually  subdue  Poliomyelitis  just  as  immunisation 
has  subdued  Diphtheria. 

Since  1937  many  new  housing  estates  have  been  built  and 
many  unfit  houses  condemned,  with  the  result  that  many  families  have 
now  an  adequate  healthy  living  space  of  which  they  had  hitherto  been 
deprived. 
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The  purity  of  the  water  supply’’  has  been  safej;;uarded 
by  chlorination  and  the  safety  of  nillc  ensured  by  pastuerisation 
and  steps  taken  against  contantLnation  of  food  both  during  the 
preparation  and  distribution. 

I vdsh  to  express  my  thanlcs  to  all  the  officials  of 
the  Council  and  their  staffs  for  the  vdlling  help  and  co-operation 
I have  always  received  from  them.

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General 
Hospital,  kiriibolton  Road,  Bedford,  is  available  for  the  examination 
of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department,  or  by  General 
Practitioners.  This  service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  throujh  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  there  is  no 
charge  to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes  the  examination 
of  throat  sv/abs,  sputimi,  urine  and  faeces,  and  blood  from  all  cases 
of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and  assistance  is  always 
available. 

Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  19A-^: 

1.  Aitbu lance  : 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  Countj^.  The  service  is  a twenty-four  hour 
one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of  all 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport  of 
patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and  from 
hospitals  or  clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary 
treatment.  The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must  be 
made  by  a General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person. 

The  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

The  taijle  given  below  sho¥;s  the  number  of  chilv''.ren  under 
15  years  of  age  who  have  received  protective  treatment  against 
Diphtheria.  The  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  19-4-0,  provides  this  treatment  free  of  charge  tlirough 
the  family  doctor  or  at  school  or  a child  '''elfare  Centre,  The 
figures  haave  been  supplied  by  the  Eastern  Divisional  Medical 
Officer.  It  is  still  necessary  to  urge  all  parents  to  give 
their  children  the  protection  which  can  be  had  free  of  cost  from 
their  own  doctor  or  at  a d-elfare  Clinic  or  at  School. 

The  number  of  cases  of  and  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have 
shown  a reriarkable  decline  since  the  introduction  of  immunisation 
ajid  no  case  has  been  notified  in  the  district  for  several  years. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  outbreaks  of  this  disease  will  not  occur 
in  the  future,  it  is  necessary  that  at  least  75  per  cent  of  all 
children  under  the  age  of  !5years  should  be  protected  effectively 
against  the  disease,  i,e,  'bhey  should  have  had  either  a primary 
imr-xinisation  or  a "booster"  injection  within  the  last  five  years. 

Protection  against  V-ho oping  Cough  : 

Since  lat  November,  1955  the  County  Council  have  made 
facilities  available  for  the  protection  against  DTiooping  Cough 
of  youngchildren  who  have  not  had  the  disease  and  whose  parents 
are  desirous  of  having  such  protection  given  to  their  children. 

The  '".'hooping  Cough  vaccine  can  be  given  alone  or  in  combination 
vd.th  Diphtheria  prophylactic.

House  Scavenging  ; 

One  18  cubic  yard  Dennis  "Paxit"  refuse  collection  vehicle 
is  used  for  the  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse.  This 
normally  deals  vrith  all  collections,  but  is  supplemented  from  time 
to  time,  as  i:iay  be  required  by  a 10  cubic  yard  Karrier  Vehicle. 

A bonus  scheme  for  workinen  is  operated,  in  connection  with  this 
service.  Refuse  disposal  is  effected  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping. 


•i'ast  e paper  is  not  collected,  but  the  salvage  of  scrap 
metal  and  rags  etc.  has  been  continued-  and.  is  undertalcen  during  the 
course  of  normal  refuse  collection.
